A request  for  a 
full-time  police  officer  was 
also  withdrawn. 

In  a letter  to  Civil  Service, 
Selectmen  noted  they  had 
already  voted  to  appoint  Fred- 
erick Grassie  to  a full-time 
permanent  position  vacancy  as 


a patrolman  with  the  Police 
Department.  Grassie  has 
been  serving  as  a permanent 
intermittent  officer  and  was 
the  remaining  name  on  the 
first  May  appointment  list. 

Although  Selectmen  noti- 
fied Civil  Service  of  their 
desire  to  have  Grassie  ap- 
pointed a full-time  officer,  a 
second  intermittent  list  which

The  Metropolitan  Boston 
Air  Pollution  Control  Dis- 
trict has  announced  that  the 
burning  of  brush,  cane,  drift- 
wood and  forestry  debris  is 
permitted  from  Jan.  15 
through  March  15,  under  the 
following  conditions: 
—Permit  must  be  obtain- 
ed from  the  fire  epartment. 

— Burning  must  be  at  least 
75  feet  from  all  dwelling 
units.

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of  the  budget,  received 
unanimous  approval  and  the 
committee  turned  its  attention 
to  the  elementary  schools.

Approved  maintenance  im- 
provements at  the  junior- 
senior  high  school  included 
$7000  for  ramping  entrances, 
$18,000  for  blacktopping 
front  parking  lots  and  the  ad- 
dition of  $2500  to  the 
custodial  overtime  account  for 
possible  rescheduling  of  work 
hours.

—All  open  burning  must 
be  conducted:  1 . during  peri- 
ods of  good  atmospheric 
ventilation  and  2.  without 
causing  a nuisance.

And  the  committee 
approved  $320  to  pay 
chaperones  at  away  games  for 
basketball  and  hockey 
cheerleaders.
